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The Philippines 


• 
The Philippines may be ready for self-government, as many 


natives contend, but the demonstration in the Lanao district 
when forty-six Moro fanatics were killed is hardly an indica- 
tion of the fact. While the Moros are believed to have been a 
part of that minority which Is seeking to drive every Chris- 
tian from the Lanao district, and responsibility for the clash 
cannot be placed in full upon the native governing heads, the 
need of a continuance of Uncle Sam's long protecting arm is 
nearly as obvious now as it was two decades ago. 


The law-abiding Filipino taught in American schools and 


brought to respect American institutions is in himself good 
material with which to mould a self-governing nation. He 
grasps the American scheme of things quickly and is a will- 
Ing builder. On the other hand are the still semi-barbaric tribes 
and religious fanatics such as those which staged the receni 
massacre and who present an ever-looming menace to Filipino 
aspirations for independency. 


Self-rule for the Philippines is out of the question until such 


a time as the law-abiding natives becom^ of sufficient strength 
-to hold down the lawless elements and also to become of suffi- 
cient influence to command the respect of all the island 
people in the upholding of the law as now laid down by the 
United States of America. 


"God and Liberty" 


We hope that sincerity inspired the recent utterance of Gen. 


Ludendorff when he urged that fhe people of Germany sub- 
stitute the new motto, "With God for the People and Liberty" 
for the old Teuton battlecry of "For King and Fatherland." It 
is generally suggested in Germany that the general's words in- 
dicate that he is reconciled to the new republican form of gov- 
ernment. 


If it is true that General Ludendorff has experienced a 


change of heart toward democracy, it is indeed, a hopeful sign 
for Germany. No real change can be expected in the Central 
European government unless it is a change in the mental atti- 
tude of the people. The^outward form of a government means 
nothing if it is accompanied by the old-time reverence for the 
monarchy and the military caste. If the German people have 
really changed their wa/y of thinking they are in a better way 
to achieve successful popular government than at any time in 
her history as a nation.

Hospital in Europe, has sailed across the Atlantic in steerage 
accomodations. The relief fund which she represents, and 
which is applied to the maintenance 'of 21 hospitals in Greece, 
is perfectly willing that Dr. Lovejoy should travel second or 
even first class. But the practical medical woman -believes that 
money can be better expended in helping suffering refugees 
than in expensive staterooms. 


Dr. L'ovejoy's is perhaps an exceptional case. She may be 


going further than necessary in subjecting herself to the in- 
convenience of the steerage, but the example set is one that 
should rebuke many relief workers who accept a job because 
it can be made easy work at a profitable salary. 


Relief work is necessary and paid workers cannot be dis- 


pensed with. Paid workers, however, should take the attitude 
of Dr. Lovejoy and give one hundred cent's on the dollar. 


Retired Naval Officers 


One effect of the reduction of naval armament as a result 


of the Washington arms conference is to be found in the in- 
flux of British naval officers to-Paris. As a result of the re- 
tirement of these officers their pay has been greatly reduced. 
Living is cheaper in France and the rate of exchange favors 
the British pound, giving,the Britisher more francs than he 
could normally get for his money. 


Naturally, this change in the English naval policy works a 


hardship on those who have derived their living from the old 
system. The beginning of naval disarmament also worked a 
hardship on those in this country who worked in the ship- 
yards. Yet the inconvenience and suffering that may have 
been caused them is negligible compared with the great bene- 
fit mankind received through this move in the direction of the 
prevention of war.

An Interesting Case 


An interesting matter recently came 


up for consideration In regard .to the 
time of retirement of a sergeant of the 
Marine Corps, who had 
deserted 
In 


time of war, been court-martialed, pun- 
ished, dishonorably discharged, 
and 


had enlisted under another name. The 
desertion 
and 
punlshmen 
had oc- 


curred during the Spanish War, In 
1898, and the re-enlistment had been 
immediately after the war, and soon 
after 
the 
dishonorable 
discharge. 


Since that time the 
sergeant 
has 


served faithfully and well for many 
years, and is now nearing the .time for 
retirement under the 30-year retire- 
ment law. The question was: Could 
the period of time lie served in 1S98, 
before his desertion, and after his de- 
sertion before his courts-martial (he 
had immediately re-enlisted in another 
branch of the service) be counted as 
good service, with a resulting reduc- 
tion in time before retirement? It was 
held that, since he re-enlisted under 
another name, the, time could not be 
counted.
